| PIONEER TRA VELS LAST TRAIL; 
TEAN WALLACE SERVICE TUESDAY 


A Tulare county pioneer travel- 
ed the last trail this week when 
Tean Wallace, 73, California Hot 
Springs rancher, was buried, Tues- 
day, in the family plot at Woody, 
following services at the Myers 
chapel in Porterville. 

And with Mr. Wallace went 
memories of the old days—mem- 
ories of Tailholt and White River; 
memories of ‘‘rodeos’’ when cattle 
roamed at will over the unfenced 
plains and foothills of the county; 
memories of early days in Porter- 
ville and of the beginning of the 
oil industry in Kern county. 

Mr. Wallace, born near Cayucos, 
August 1, 1876, came to the White 
River district in 1888. During his 
younger‘days he worked in most 
of the major mines in the area, 
rode on several rodeos when plains 
cattle were gathered and branded, 
and worked for J. B. Hockett, 
plowing, and thrashing grain. 

About 1894 he ‘drove: a two- 
wagon, 12-mule team hauling oil 
from Elk Hills in Kern county, 
to Bakersfield, getting $20 a 
month on the job. In those days, 
oil was dipped out of pits in buck- 
ets and hauled in wooden barrels. 

Through the years, Mr. Wallace 
ran cattle in the foothills and 
mountains, in the late 1890s hav- 
ing stock on range from Linns 
valley to Ducor. In 1903 he took 
up one of the first homesteads in 
the White River country and in 
1936 bought the old Ben Hockett 
place at Hot Springs. 

In the early days, Mr. Wallace 
was known as a top bronc rider 
and horse trainer and shortly af- 
ter 1900, played baseball and shot 


er; J. Post Williams of Visalia, 
county superintendent of schools, 
and T. W. Switzer, county survey- 
or.
